DOMESTIC. 


The T rial o r B nltean K esnm cd. 
W ashington, December 27th.—The Court 
was densely packed to-day. 
Upon reaching his seat, Guiteau looked 
around smilingly and said : 
“ I bad a Christ­ 
mas dinner, and hope that everybody else did. 
I had lots of fruits, flowers and lady visitors, 
and a good time generally." 
Dr. A. E. McDonald, Superintendent of 
Ward's Island Insane Hospital, testified that 
during his practice he had G,000 cases of in­ 
sanity; had given special attention to the 
study of insanity. 
Witness stated the dif­ 
ference between “ delusions” and “ insane 
delusions,” one being subject of correction by 
the judgment and the senses ; the latter not 
being correctable, and for that reason de­ 
nominated an insane delusion. 
He also de­ 
fined delusions and hallucinations, giving 
illustrations from his own experience. He 
believed, judging from experience, that the 
claim cf inspiration frequently asserted by 
insane persons proceeded from a source cf 
hallucination, or insane delusion, affecting 
the senses. The witness was then asked if 
persons acting nnder the claim of inspiration 
would indicate it, under any other ways than 
by their assertions, and replied: 
“ Thtir 
actions and behavior would indicate it as well 
as their assertions. 
To illustrate it, a person 
claiming to be Jesus Christ, and acting under 
an inspiration, clothed 
himse'f 
like the 
Saviour, gave away his property and slept 
out of doors, because the Saviour had not 
where to lay his head.” 
Witness was asked if such persohs would 
feel any apprehension of bodily injury, or 
would take any precautions to guard against 
danger? 
Re replied, “ Inspiration always is fear­ 
less. ” 
“ T h’re aro two kinds of insanity, doctor,” 
suggested tbe prisoner ; “ the crank insinity 
and the Abraham insanity. The latter is the 
tchool I belong to. Tell us what yon think 
of Abraham, doctor.” 
Witness described what was commonly 
called temporary insanity, where a man com 
mitted an act which is the only evidence of 
insanity, an 1 where the person íb in appear­ 
ance perfectly sane, in all respects, both be­ 
fore and after.the act. 
Guiteau—That's just my case exactly. 
Witness—I do not believe in such insanity, 
and in all my experience I have never seen 
an instance of it, 
Corkhiil—Doctor, we had a young man 
here from Chicago, an agnostic, who testified 
that one person in every five is insane. 
W hat would you say to that ? 
Scoville asked to have the question read 
by the reporter, and sharply rebuked the 
District Attorney for his per.-isteut attempts 
to injure the character and caBt slurs upon 
the witnesses for the defense. 
“ I do not 
care,” he continued, “ to be continually ob­ 
jecting to such matters. 
He may continue to 
do so if he chooses. 
We will wait till we get 
to the jury.” 
Corkhiil—Well, then, suppose you wait. 
The witne?8, in reply to the question, said: 
“ In the group of which that young man 
m*Wes one, the other four will be pretty 
safe.” 
The witntFs thought a person acting nnder 
the inspiration to commit certain deeds would 
not be deterred from the commission of that 
a t through any consideration of personal 
harm to another. 
Witness was a.ked if such persons usually 
planned with deliberation, and replied : “ On 
the contrary, th“ir acts are sadden in both 
conception and execution, as a rule, aud they 
seldom attempt to avoid the consequences 
in any way.” 
Guiteau—O h! you are talking 
about 
cranks, now. I don't belong to that school. 
Witness then proceeded at some length to 
give reasons for his r pinion, nsing the expres­ 
sion, “ I hive frequently noticed that his 
most violent interruptions have been made 
when the weight of evidence has been egainst 
him.” 
Counsel for the defense objected, that wit­ 
ness was usurping the functions of the jury, 
who alone could pass upon the fact that the 
evidence was for or against the prisoner. 
The Court overruled the objection, and an 
exception wap noted by the defense. 
Guitean, who had kept unusuilly quiet all 
through the morning, here addressed the 
witness ('peaking without a show of excite­ 
ment) : ” You are makirg a great ado about 
nothing, doctor. 
I don’t pretend that I am 
insane now. Tell us what you kn. w about 
Abraham, get your money and go home.” 
Witness, continuing, closely analyzed the 
conduct and remarks of the prisoner during 
the trial, a id concluded that he hid been 
playing a part ever since the fust day. At 
the cu*cct the prisor.tr, he said, had directed 
all cf Lis abuse against o:e of the counsel. 
Afterwards against all of them. 
Guiteau—Well, you see, doctor. Corkhiil 
has corrupted the rest of them. 
Evil com­ 
munications, you know, corrupt good man­ 
ners. 
The first hypothetical question of the 
prosfcuti >n was read, and objection made by 
the defense to the clauie, “ assume that he 
raised an ax to his pister, which act the 
prisoner himself denies,” g d the ground t h a t 
the witness could not be asktd to pass upon 
a hypothetical question containing two propo­ 
sitions diametrically opposite. 
After argument, the Court sustaining'he 
objection, the prosecution 
modified their 
question, aud in the modified L rna it was put 
to the witness. 
Ho replied : “ I believe the 
prisoner to have been sane.” 
The objection tc tbe question and the reply 
was noted by the defense. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
After recess, Dr, McDonald again took 
tbe stand. 
Guitean, who had just taken his seat, 
looked over 1o the jury and said : 
“ These 
experts are doing this hudness with a good 
deal of parrot-like talk. Dr. McDonald has 
deviated somewhat from the course pursued 
by the rest of them. 
I deem it bat justica to 
myself to say that I did not Eay to him 1 had 
examined the law in relation to this matter.” 
Reed proposed a series of hypothetical 
questions based upon the acfs and conduct of 
the prisoner, to show that they would not be 
consistent with the theory of insanity. 
Witness admitted that insane persons were 
more liable to bs judged sane than sane per­ 
sons to be adjudged insane. 
Scoville questioned witness relative to the 
symptoms ai d causes of ioBani'y. 
Witness stated that insanity was the result 
of a diseaped brain, and was asked, “Are you 
not confounding cause and effect? And can­ 
not an unusual excitation of emotions or 
excessive worry and care and anxiety over­ 
turn reasor, and cause disease of the brain ? ” 
The witness admitted that such might be 
the caee, with some qualifications; that 
overwork, care and anxiety might produce 
dyspepsia, which with other causes might 
lead to insanity, and that would make nrces- 
pary a disease of the brain, and disease of the 
braiD would at length turn into insanity. 
Question—Well, now, is it not a fact that 
you learn that a brain is di-eased from evi­ 
dence of tbe unsoundness of tbe mind ? 
Answer—From that and from physical 
indications also.

I was well satisfied with the Deity's conduct 
of this ca eso far, and have no doubt but that He 
will continue further to direct it to the end. and 
that the public will sooner or later see a special 
providence iu the late President’s removal.

Why did He inspire me in preference to s ime one 
else V Because I had tbe brains and nerve, probably 
to do the work.

A T errib le Flennier D isaster. 
R ichmond (Va.), December 27th.—News 
was received here this morning from West 
Point, on the York river, of a terrible disas­ 
ter to the steamer West Point, of the Clyde 
line, plying between that point and Balti­ 
more. 
The West Point arrived at West 
Point early yesterday, and a gang began to 
discharge her cargo. 
They cleared out all the 
freight between decks, and bad gone below 
into the hold to take out a quantity of kero­ 
sene oil, when at 10 minutes past 12, midday, 
an explosion occurred which blew off the side 
of the vessel into the river, and set tire to the 
ship. Nineteen persons, ¡Deluding four of tbe 
crew aLd near'y all of the steward’s hand», 
perished. The first and second officers es­ 
caped, one cf them being bady injured. The 
CaptaiD, being on shore, was saved. 
The 
crew were mostly from Baltimnre, aud the 
laborers from Richmond and West Point. 
The West Point was a new ship, having only 
made a few trips. She was vaiued at $00,­ 
000; insured,

R ichm ond, December 27th.—The West 
P.-int explosion is unaccounted for. 
It oc­ 
curred near the forward hatch, and the vessel 
was instantly in flames. 
The twelve colored 
men in the hold were killed or burned to 
death. 
Five others jumped overboard and 
four of them were drowned. 
The steamer 
was cut loose when it was found impossible 
to save her, ar.d she drifted two miles upon 
the Damunky river, where everything burned 
except her iron hull, which broke amidships.

R ichmond, December 27th.—The b-at’s 
cargo was made up of miscellaneous freight, 
among which were several hundred barrels of 
oil, sixty of which was gasoline cii, and 
becoming ignited, the flames spread with 
such frightful rapidly that there were no 
chances of saving the vessel nor any one on 
board, even if there was not one killed by the 
explosion. The forward portion of tho deck 
and a great part of the starboard side was 
thrown out, and there is no doubt that all iu 
the hold or near the forward hatch were in­ 
stantly killed.

Point in connection with the Baltimore Jiue, 
who arrived to day from West Point, strie 
that they ate utterly unable to account for 
the disaster. They say the only tire that was 
on the boat was under the I oiler, which runs 
the hoisting engine, and the engineer iuai.ii g 
it remained at his post and was unhurt. The 
hold had bem opened near'y two 
hours 
when the explosion occurred, so the theories 
of a boiler or of a confined gas explosion are 
done away with. John Jarvis, acolored fire- 
mss, was in the main boiler cleaning it out, 
and of course had a light, ar.d this was the 
only light known as being on hnard Ihe 
steamer. 
The West Point was built in Bal­ 
timore, and cost $70.000. 
This was her 
second trip. This is the third time the ves­ 
sel, or a portion thereof, had undergone the 
oro eal of fire.

I t is very difficult to assent to the prop­ 
osition that men mu3t be left to decide for 
themselves even when their ignorance in­ 
capacitates them from deciding wisely, and 
when also the effects of unwise decisions 
may extend to others. 
Yet if this doc­ 
trine is infringed the arguments which are 
allowed to jastify the infraction may be 
made to do the same for almost any depri­ 
vation of liberties, and therefore many 
such abuses must be tolerated for the sake 
of the general outcome. 
Such reflections 
»re suggested by the question of Mormon 
proselytism. 
The Mormon missionaries 
are sent to Europe and there most literally 
sedace the most ignorant into accepting 
their gross travestie upon religion. 
The 
result is not only bad for the proselytes, 
b u t for others. 
A dangerous and hostile 
and alien power is being bnilt up within 
th e United States in this way, and thou- 
san la of European peasants are being men­ 
tally enslaved by a debasing superatitior. 
Y et, as Mr. Gladstone said the other day, 
these Mormon proselytes go voluntarily, 
and therefore, in England at least, it is im­ 
possible for the Government to interfere 
w ith the matter. 
Of course toleration 
m ust be practically unlimited, or it ceases 
to be toleration, and of this fact the Mor­ 
mons have always taken advantage. 
And 


ao shrewd are their methods and so com­ 
plete their arrangements that they secure 
a steidy stream of immigration, and are 
building up their community with a rapid­ 
ity which should conviuce Congress of the 
necessity of dealing with polygamy before 
th e evil has become unmanageable. 


JUDGE COX’S fcXiLASATION. 


Judge Cox eays that the issue of the 
C uiteau case will vindicate him, and that 
w hrn it becomes possible for him to speak 
ho will have something to say to the 
American people in regard to his conduct 
of the trial. 
I t does not Beem to us pos­ 
sible that he can vindicate himself from 
th e charge of having allowed Guiteau to 
behave as no prisoner has ever been al­ 
lowed to behave before in a Court of 
Justice. 
Making every 
allowance for 
Cuiteau's dual position, and for the pre­ 
sumptive desire of the Judge to prevent an 
appeal from an adverse verdict, it is still 
inexplicable that thÍ3 man should have 
been perm itted to conduct himself as he 
has done. 
He has certainly transcended 
the privileges of counsel quite a3 much as 
the decencies of his other position. 
He has 
every day been allowed to insult the wit- 
ccsses with a grossners which would have 
secured instant arrest for any counsel who 
should have done the same thing. 
In 
short Judge Cox has imposed so little 
restraint upon the prisoner that the latter 
h is practically been running the Court, 
and has evidently come to think that he 
<and the Deity) are controlling the whole 
proceedings. 
Ii is tins which we doubt 
Judge Cox's ability to jastify. 
No doubt 
the case is in some respects an unprece­ 
dented one. 
But that is no reason why 
every custom of criminal practice devised 
for the protection cf the dignity and 
decorum of Courts should have been ig­ 
nored on this occasion. 


TH E 
JEA N N ETTE 
P aR T Y . 


The more that is learned concerning the 
region where the two boats of the Jean­ 
nette landed, the stronger becomes the 
fear that the gal'ant survivors of the ex­ 
ploring party may have encountered serious 
hardships after being nominally rescued. 
T he natives among whom they are sup­ 
posed to be are not likely to have much 
o ther provision than seal, whale and wal­ 
rus, and though no doubt life may be sus­ 
tained on this kind of food, it takes practice 
to get used to it, acd sick men would be 
*pt to revolt at it unless they were starv­ 
ing- 
In addition to the doubt about the 
quality of the food to be obtained at the 
mouth of the L .ns river, theie are the 
ditiicolties of travel. 
The region is a 
•desoía'e and almost uninhabited one, and 
a thousand miles must be traversed before 
even comjarative civilization is reached. 
I t is to be hoped that the Jeannette partv 
will at least bseLab’ed to strengthen them­ 
selves for this trying and ttdious journey, 
before they start for Irkutsk.

The difficulty of determining thia ques­ 
tion appears more conspicuously as it is 
examined in detail. 
Thus in the debate in 
the Senate last week Senator Jones of 
Florida “ held that under the Constitution 
“ there was no such thing as temporary ina- 
“ bility. 
He asserted emphatically that 
“ when once the Vice-President entered 
“ the President’s offics in case of such a 
“ grave inability as to justify th at step, 
“ he held it irrevocably for the balance o! 
“ the term .” 
Senator Jones had no justi­ 
fication for dogmatizing upon the question, 
for if anything about it is obviens, it is 
that the Constitntion does not make any 
definite provision in the premises. 
It is 
impossible to derive from th at instrument 
any such clear-cut theory as the Senator 
from Florida has propounded. 
Under the 
Constitution there is no definition of Presi­ 
dential inability, nor is there any settle­ 
ment of the vexed question of temporary 
or permanent inability. 
Nor can it be said 
that the most reasonable view is that 
which Senator Jones has taken. 
I t may 
on the contrary be fairly assumed that 
the object of the 
Constitution is to 
guard against any lapse in the Presiden­ 
tial offic?, but 
th at 
no other object 
was contemplated 
when the Constitu­ 
tion 
was 
framed. 
If, 
for instance, 
the framers of the Constitution bad been 
asked what their intention wa’, it must 
be tupposed th at they would have an­ 
swered : “ To provide for the continuous 
“ performance of the Executive functions.” 
But if a President thould be temporarily 
disabled, as for example by an attack cf 
brain fever, and if daring his inability the 
Vice-President should take his place, and 
if presently the President shonld recover 
fully and completely, it would certainly 
not be in accordance w ith reason that he 
should be prohibited from the resumption 
of the office to which the people had 
chosen him. 
To assert th at there is no 
such thing as temporary inability under 
the Constitution is not admissible. 
The 
Constitution does not touch upon that 
question at all. 
I t Í3 silent regarding it. 
And it would have been very remarkable 
had the fact been otherwise, for we can 
conceive of no reason why the framers of 
the Constitution should have gone out of 
their way to insert a provision so irrational 
and fantastic. 
The rational presumption is that since a 
President is elecLd for four years, he must 
hold office during the whole of that period; 
and th at if he is disabled from any cause> 
the Vice President shall take his place so 
long as he is laboring under such disability ; 
but th at if his disability ceases, he shall 
return to his duties and perform them to 
the end of his term. 
But Senator Jones’ 
proposition, though not justified either by 
the language of the Constitution or of 
coinmonsenEe, is less likely to be mis­ 
chievous than at first appears, because the 
really crucial qne3tion is that of the de­ 
termination of inability. 
If the Florida 
Senator’s poiut of view were adopted, and 
if it became the law that the Vice-Presi­ 
dent, being once called upon to exercise 
Presidential 
functions, 
thereby became 
President, the only effect would be to sur­ 
round the determination of Presidential 
inability with more difficulties than ever. 
In such a case no President would ever ad­ 
mit his inability unless he was indubitably 
dying, for he would know that such an ad­ 
mission was the exact equivalent of resig­ 
nation. 
Nor would it be possible to super­ 
sede the President unless he was absolutely 
unconscious, or had become unmistakably 
insane. 
In such a case as President Gar­ 
field’s, it is quite apparent that the nation 
would not have tolerated snch a deposition 
as Senator Jones contemplates. 
I t would 
have insisted that he should retain the 
office so long as there was the faintest pos­ 
sibility of his recovery, and it would cer­ 
tainly not have brooked any attem pt to 
oust him by a Vice-President whose rela­ 
tions to him were known to be antagonistic. 
Had President Garfield known that his 
case was hopeless he might himself have 
surrendered his office, but assuredly the 
people would not have required him to do 
so. 
And it is further apparent that a very 
serious danger would be created by Senator 
Jones’ plan. 
For if 
the President acd 
Vice-President were enemies there would 
be a constant tem ptation to the baser and 
weaker minds among the Vice-President’s 
supporters to remove the President by as­ 
sassination, or by the infliction at least of 
such physical injuries upon him as would 
afford an excuse for supplanting him. 
The 
events of the past year have shown what 
awful consequences may spring from fac­ 
tional quarrels, and it would be fatuous in 
the extrema to incorporate in the Constitu­ 
tion anything th at might, directly or indi­ 
rectly, lead to similar calamities in the 
future. 
It would be wiser to abolish the 
office of Vice-President altogether than to 
give th at official an increased interest in 
the death or disability of the President. 
Nor is there any w arrant for the introduc­ 
tion of sueh an innovation as Senator 
Jones proposes. 
The cases in which the 
disability of the Preeidc-nt are likely to 
embarrass the country seriously are very 
feir. 
For the most part inability will be 
either so ephemeral as to call for no special 
procedure, or so decisive as to leave no 
room for doubt as to what shall be done. 
And it does not seem possible to take 
from the President the final determination 
of the question of inability, so lcD g as he is 
capable of exercising his judgment. 
To 
give th at power to any other than the 
President, or to vest it in a Commission, 
would be to open the doer to usurpations 
and abuses which might under conceivable 
circumstances entirely change the form of 
government. 
For to do this would be to 
empower a person or persons to decide who 
should he President of at least two men ; 
and as the possession of power is invariab’y 
an incitement to its abuse, we must take 
into consideration the possibility that this 
authority might at some time be exercised 
wrongfully. 
And this is a danger far 
greater than can ever come from the ina­ 
bility of any President, even if there was no 
way by which th at inability could be snp 
plemented. 
Senator Jones has made a 
stricus mistake, in fact. 
His premises and 
his conclusions are alike faulty. 
The Con­ 
stitution contains no w arrant for such de­ 
ductions as hs has drawn from it, nor is 
there anything outside of the Constitution 
which can justify the course he advocates. 
To say that there is no such thing as 
temporary inability is much the same as to 
say th at there is no such thing as tem­ 
porary indisposition. 
According to the 
gentleman from Florida, the President of 
the United States never can be sick. 
He 
1 must be perfectly w e ll; or he must be 
stark dead.

CHURCH 
AND 
STATE 
IN 
FRANCE. 


It is evident that in appointing M. Paul 
Bert Minister of Instruction and Public 
Worship, Gambetta has rendered some­ 
thin ir in the natnrc of a clerical crisis UD3 
voidable, and this appointment • 
vises 
to result in the clearest exposition yet 
made o: the r.a i condition of religion in 
Franc1. 
For M. Paul Bert is not merely 
an i 
ifferentist in these matters. 
He 


has a positive theory, and it ia to th e effect 


th at the priest is always and everywhere 
an enemy' to civilizi' ion. 
He is as pro­ 
nounced in his anti religious opinions as 
are his opponents, and he is j repared to 
apply to ecclesiastical matters generally 
the utm ost rigor of his views. 
Y et in his 
first public utterance he has ssid some 
things which will sound much stranger in 
France than here. 
Thus he observes that 
“ The Minister of Public W orship, in his 
“ functions as Minister, must be neither 
“ religious nor anti-religious. 
The depart- 
“ ment which I control is simply a Min­ 
i s t r y of the general police of worship, if 
“ we give to the term ‘ police’ its loftiest 
“ meaning.” 
This is really a very moder­ 
ate statem ent of the case, and will not ap­ 
pear unreasonable in a country where State 
and Church have always been separated. 
But it must be remembered th at M. Bert 
is applying the American priuciple to a 
country where it has never been applied 
before, and which has until very recently 
been u td er a separate ecclesiastical gov­ 
ernment, practically responsible only to 
the Pone. 
M. Bert, however, has not 
flinched from the logical consequences of 
his position. 
He declares th at neither 
Catholic nor Protestant Churches can ex­ 
pect any favors from his department, but 
that he intends to make all Churches fulfill 
their obligations to the State. 
But he does not stop here, though he 
might very well have done so. 
H e pro­ 
ceeds to express the opinion th at all eccles­ 
iastical systems arc in the nature of 
excrescences on the body politic, which it 
may be advisable to tolerate for a time, 
until they can be removed without danger, 
but which must be regarded by ail en­ 
lightened statesmen as evils which ought 
to be got rid of as soon as possible. 
He 
further intimates that his department is 
more concerned with the supervision and 
restraint of the Churches than with any. 
thing else. 
In fact he makes it clear that 
he looks upon the Churches as inimical to 
the republic, and as requiring the sharpest 
and most vigilant scrutiny to beep them 
from doing mischief. 
It is this uncompro- 
mis'ngly hostile 
attitude tow arH 
the 
clergy that seems 
certain to produce 
decided results. 
M. Paul Bert tells the 
clerical party plaialy that he believes 
them to be impostors and rogues, and that 
he intends to watch them carefully, and 
curtail their privileges in every possible 
way. 
If by this policy he does not pro­ 
duce a contest it can only bo because the 
Gallican clergy concludes the situation to 
be desperate. 
But we have no reason as 
yet to suppose that they are prepared to 
surrender on the first summons. 
It is true 
that they can expect no help from Home, 
and perhaps they can obtain none else­ 
where, though that is not so certain. 
Bis­ 
marck has been coquetting with the V ati­ 
can of late, and if he thought the m atter 
worth his while he might take the part of 
the French clericalists, of course not in an 
open way, but nevertheless effectively. 
But M. Paul Bert is really trying an ex­ 
periment on the French people. 
No doubt 
h¡3 purpose is to pave the way for the dis­ 
solution of all bonds between Church and 
State, and there can be no doubt that 
Gambetta favors that policy. 
It is indeed 
necessary to the stability of the French 
Republic, for all history shows * that the 
effect of the union between Church acd 
State is demoralizing to both, and preju­ 
dicial to the development of liberal insti­ 
tutions. 
And in France the revolutions 
of the last hundred years have nearly de- 
8troyed,popular regard for the Church' 
The city communities may be said to have 
fully emancipated themselves from priestly 
control, and it is only in some of the re­ 
moter rural districts that the Church retains 
any real hold npon the minds of the people. 
And it is only by working upon public 
opinion that the clericalists can now hope 
to defend themselves. 
The tendency of 
public sentiment in France is against cleri­ 
calism, and not for it. 
There exists no 
longer any powerful emotional element. 
The peasantry are either skeptical or in­ 
different. The women alone continue to 
go to mass and attend confession. 
The 
priests caDnot any longer control the hus­ 
bands through the wives, and under the 
new regime they will be prevented from 
gaining the confidence of the rising gener­ 
ation. 
The Government has taken the 
schools into its own charge, and has ousted 
the priests, and this, to o ,. has been done 
without causing anything more than a 
comparatively feeble and ephemeral pro­ 
test from a small minority. 
In fact the general situation is such as to 
give M. Paul Bert reason for thinking that 
his experiment is likely to succeed. 
The 
probability that any new access of re­ 
ligious sentiment will spring up is very 
slight. 
The mass of the French people do 
not stem to care what becomes of the 
Church. 
A few months of the new meas­ 
ures, however, wilt no doubt solve the 
problem. 
The indications are that Gam­ 
betta will not fiad it difficult to effect a 
complete separation between Church and 
State. 
But when 
that is done it will 
be necessary to allow equal freedom to all 
religions, and th at is a kind of policy 
which will not suit the new Minister of 
Public Worship. 
That, however, must 
evidently be the next step ; for however 
skeptical France may have become she will 
not be willing to surrender the right of 
worshiping as she may please. 
Perhaps 
M. Bert ¡3 right, bat until he has con­ 
vinced his countrymen that he is right he 
cannot be jostlti id in undertaking to settle 
for them matters in regard to which they 
properly claim the fullest liberty. And he 
should also remember that though there 
may be no present sign of a revival of re­ 
ligious feeling, the surest way to bring 
such a revival about would be to adopt an 
anti-religious programme 
which should 
have the religious vice of intolerance. 


SMALL-POX 
SPREADING 


It is evident that small-pox is spreading 
quite steadily in and about Chicago, 
S i 
little care has been taken to prevent this 
that it is a wonder it has not gone further 
already. 
But it has been allowed to get 
so firm a hold now th at it will be very 
difficult to keep it within bounds, and it 
will be all the more necessary to enforce 
strict quarantine regulations at the State 
line of California. 
Thus far we have 
escaped the epidemic, but we certainly 
shall not succeed in d o iD g so much longer 
if we do not pat up the bars at once. 


Tiie C h r i s t m a s Bee —The publishers 
of the Bee issued a very handsome Christ 
mas edition of sixteen pages. 
It contained 
several papers on topics of public interest 
prepared specially by well-known persons, 
and was also well supplied with the lite­ 
rary m atter usually furnished at this sea­ 
son. 
1 he Christmas Bee was in short an­ 
other evidence of the enterprise and pluck 
r f our evening contemporary, and the pub­ 
lication of so large an issue was not less a 
compliment and a credit to the communi y 
whose liberal support renders such under­ 
takings possible.

Johnson and L. S. Taylor for the plaintiff, 
has just been decided by Judge Denson in the 
Superior Court, sustaining City A ttoiney 
Anderson’s demurrer. 
I t was shown by 
authorities cited by the City Attorney, that 
a t common law a m unicipality is not liable 
for defective ways, a rd that a liability only 
occurs where the statute expressly imposes it. 
There is no statute making the city of Sacra­ 
m ento liable; that the city is only the agent 
of the propei ty owners, and has no other or 
further power than th a t conferred by the 
charter. 
I t seems th at the Court took these 
views of the case and sustained defendant’s 
demurrer.

The entire 
tim e, including detentions, a t Honolulu 
aud A uckland, was 23 days, 21 hours, 23 
minutes, 
A schooner from Noumea, New Cale­ 
donia, was wrecked recently and seven men 
drowned. 
The C ity of M elbourne, form erly mail 
steam er betw een San Francisco and Syd­ 
ney, is now on the short line betw een New 
Caledonia and Sydney. 


The K em county jail has nine prisoners. 
Santa Barbara is experiencing the coldest 
nights ever before known there. 
Poorm an’s m ining district, in W estern 
Arizona, has a population of nine miners 
and forty-seven burros. 
W ithin the next tw elvem onths Yavapai, 
A. T ., expects a t least ICO miles of railroad 
crossing th a t county, running from cast to 
west. 
T h irty thousand pounds of pow der are 
now stored in the magazine a t M ullau’s 
Tunnel, M ontana, and 50,000 pounds more 
will soon arrive. 
The noted M ullan Pass Tunnel, M. T., 
is to be 16 feet wide, 20 feet high, and 
3 800 feet loDg (about three-fourths of a 
mile), through solid granite.

F orty thousand dollars w orth of chewing 
gum is gathered in the S tate of Maine 
every year. 
In Oxford county is a man 
who m akes it nis business to collect spruce 
gum. 
Every year he buys from seven to 
nine tons. 
Tne gum is found chiefly in the 
region about Umbagog L ik e and about the 
IlaDgely lakes. A num ber of men do nothing 
else iu th e w inter seasoD except collect gum. 
W ith snow-shoes, ax and a Sheboygan, on 
which is packed rue gum, they spend days 
and nights in the. woods. 
The clear, pure 
lum ps of gum are sold iu their native State, 
the best bringing $1 per pound. 
Gum not 
im m ediately m erchantable is refined by a 
peculiar process. 
Sieve-like boxe3 are 
covered w ith spruce boughs, on which is 
placed the gum. 
Steam is introduced un­ 
derneath. 
The gum ¡3 m elted, is strained 
by the boughs, and then passes inlo warm 
w ater, where it is k ept from hardening un­ 
til the packer takes it out, draw s it i ito 
sticks, and wraps it 
in 
titsue paper, 
when it is ready for m arket. 
The guru 
meets w ith a ready tale. 
There is not a 
village, town, or city in M aine where it is 
not in demand. 
One dealer last year sold 
fourteen hundred dollars worth. 
In the 
large mill cities cum has a free sale. 
Ia 
Biddcford, 
Leviston, 
L aw m ice, 
and 
Lowell, the factory girls consume la-ge 
quantities. 
I t i» said th a t in tbe lum ber 
camps gum is used as a means of extending 
hospitality. 
A fter meal tim e the host fills 
his own hlsek clay pipe and hands it to his 
guest. 
L iter, clear lumps of sp uce gum 
are placed before the vi-i*or, and he is 
asked to take a chew. 
M aine produces 
forty thousand dollars w orth of gum In a 
year, some of w hich finds its way to this 
m arket, from which it is distributed to the 
various outlying factory villages, where, as 
stated before, it is in good dem tnd. Spruce 
gum is adulterated, aDd those who adulter­ 
ate take th e trouble to fashion the pieces 
of cum to appear like those taken in a pure 
state from the trees. 
The ingredient of 
adulteration is supposed to be th e gum of 
the f ine tree.—[Providence Journal. 


Our Paris letter of December 4th sa4*s : 
“ A magnificent entertainm ent took place 
last week at the residence of Meissonier, 
where were congregated a large num ber of 
the m ost celebrated scientists, artists and 
literati of Paris. 
The object of the em i­ 
nent artist was to introduce to his friends 
Mr. M uybridge of California, and to afford 
them an opportunity of w itnessing a very 
rem arkable exhibition, for it ¡3 generally 
known in our Golden State th a t this gen­ 
tlem an has made w onderful discoveries in 
photographing the m ovem ents of horsis and 
other anim als while in motion. 
The exhi­ 
bition consisted of pictures or rather a large 
num ber of photographs projected w ith the 
aid of the oxyhydrogen light, the size of 
life, upon a screen, illustrating the attitudes 
assum ed by a horse during each 12 inches 
of progress while perform ing the various 
m ovem ents of hauling, walking, ambling, 
cantering, galloping, trotting, leaping, etc., 
m any of these positions being foreshortened 
and exhibited as seen from 4*arious points 
of view. 
In m any of these pictures the 
successive actions of the m uscular system 
were plainly distinguishable. 
W ith the 
aid of an instrum ent called the zoopraxi- 
scope, m any of the subjects were exhibited 
in actual motion, and the shadow traversed 
the screen, apparently to the eye as though 
the living anim al itself were moving ; and 
the various positions of the horse and the 
dog, many of which when viewed singly 
are singular in the extrem e, were at once 
resoh-cd into 
th e 
graceful, 
undulating 
movem ents we are accustomed to associate 
w ith the action of those animals. 
O iher 
pictures illustrated the actions of the dog, 
the ox, th e deer, etc.; besides the a tti­ 
tudes of men in the act of wrestling, jum p­ 
ing, running and other athletic exercises. 
The m ost rem arkable and beautiful pict­ 
ures 4vere probably those of birds on the 
wing, whose movem ents were plainly vis­ 
ible, although the duration of the expos­ 
ure of the negative was only th e one- 
five-thousandth part of a second. 
The 
greatest applause followed the exhibition 
of each, and the many* artists, whose 
greatest works on canvas or m arble are 
those- of the hum an figure, w arm ly con­ 
gratulated Mr. M uybridge on the w onder­ 
ful discovery which is destined to render 
such 4*aluable aid to science and the a rts .”

THE LAST 
OF THE 
MIAMIS. 


An event of no little importance in this 
vicinity is the coming payment of a large 
gum of money by the Government of the 
United States to the remnants of the once 
famous tribe of the Miami Indians of In ­ 
diana. 
Tftis now almost extinct race were 
011 ce the possessors of this broad and fer­ 
tile valley, and all the chaBges which mark 
the difference between savage life and civ­ 
ilization in this favored section have been 
accomplished during the last half century. 
It is the old story of the white man’s re­ 
sistless energy. 
Gradually the country 
filled up with hardy pioneers, until, in 
1S40, a part of the tribe availed themselves 
of the offer of the Government and sought 
a home beyond the Mississippi. 
The rem­ 
nant stayed, possessing certain reservations 
of land and an annnity. 
Those who re­ 
mained did so by the terms of tho treaty, 
and included only the families (bands) of 
Pe-she-wah (or RichardvilK), the National 
Chief; Godfrey, the W ar C hief; and the 
Village Chief, Me-shin-go me sis. 
These 
were assigned reservations in this and ad- 
joiniug counties, and here they resided, 
and their descendants still continue to re­ 
side upon the homes of their ancestry. 
In 1854 the tribe made a new treaty at 
the Forks of the Wabash. 
George W. 
Manypenny was the Indian Commissioner, 
while 
N ah w ab lin -q u ir 
(or Big-Legs), 
Peem-y-o-tah-mah, and Me-shin-go-me-sia 
drove the last nails in the coffin of the tribe 
by selling their perpetual anuaity for§221,- 
000, due in twenty-six years, with interest 
annually. It is this money now which is to 
be paid to their descendants. 
W hat was probably the last official 
gathering of the tribe occurred in this city 
a few weeks ago. 
Fourteen heads of fami­ 
lies were present, and its object was to ex­ 
amine the census roll of descendants of 
those signing the treaty. 
According to 
this roll, there are 321 persons yet alive 
who have enough Miami blood in their 
veins to entitle them to share in the dis­ 
tribution. 
Only about 200 of this number 
remain in the counties embraced in the 
“ thirty-mile 
reservation," where, fifty 
years ago, the tribe numbered 1,800 war­ 
riors, an l probably 5,000 souls. 
Of these 
200, probably n me are more than thrcc- 
fourths blood, and when the payments shall 
have been made, which will be early in 
January, the end of the Miami Nation in 
its relations to the Government will have 
been rtaihed. 
The 
nation will have 
passed out of existence officially, and no 
man will be able to say, “ I am a Miami." 
When the early traders first penetrated 
into the wildetneBS, establishing trading- 
po3ta here and there, the Miamis occupied 
a scope of country stretching from Fort 
W ayne to Lafayette, aud extending thirty 
miles south of the Kel river. 
On the north 
were the powerful Pottowatomics. 
The 
principal village of the Miamis was be­ 
tween Wabash and Peru. 
Tho cenBus roll 
just completed shows the descendants of 
the Miamis, few as they are, scattered over 
a wide scope of territory. 
Uce family are 
at Napoleon, O., thirty-seven members of 
the tribe resided in Allen connty, Indiana, 
eleven in Tippecanoe connty, about eighty 
in Miami county, sixty in Grant county 
and forty in Wabash county. 
Forty mem­ 
bers of the tritie have homes in the Qua 
Paw Agency, Indian Territory, where they 
have a tract of some 4,000 acres of land, 
while here and there arc scattered Miamis 
in Illinois, Michigan, Wisconsin and Kan­ 
sas, a grandson of the old national chief 
residing in the latter State at Fontana—by 
name Wah-pe-mun-wan, 
the 
“ W hite 
Loon,” and famous in the W est as an inter­ 
preter. 
Of the total number alive fully 
one-half are minor children. 
Each and 
evoiv member—men, women and children 
—will receive in the neighborhood of $090. 
The Indians who live in this section of 
the country reside upon the land reserved 
to their fathers, which they have occupied 
until this year free of taxes. 
They be­ 
came citizens last January. 
Some of them 
have built fairly comfortable houses, but 
many huddle together in little log cabins, 
located on a clearing of five or ten acres. 
The majority cf the children are growing 
np in ignorance, and when the Govern­ 
ment withdraws its fostering care most of 
the Miamis will become objects of public 
charity. 
They are idlers, and have no care 
for the future, aud their ignorance makes 
them an easy prev for the sharper. 
Their 
lands, now in the market for the first time, 
are being eagerly sought after. 
The last chief of the Miamis was Me- 
shin-go-me-sia. 
He lived tw enty miles 
south of Wabash, and died only two years 
ago, in the 97th year of his age. 
He was 
an honorable man, and the Me-shin-go-me- 
sia band, now numbering thirty-tw o per­ 
sons, is composed of provident, law-abid­ 
ing and 
intelligent men 
and women. 
Nearly all are members of the Baptist 
Church, and read aud write intelligently.— 
Wabash (Ind.) diapatch to Chicago Trib-
